The regiment armament consisted of Soviet 152mm 
guns and carbines, model 98 (used during basic 
training). 


The regiment was horse-drawn, with six to eight 
horses per gun. 


Ample stocks of ammunition were avaizable. Four 
ammunition storage shelters vere in the barracks 


area, The regiment also furnished guard personnel 


for a Large ammunition derot in Kegny (Q 52/P 23). 
It was said that a large ammunition factory for 
artillery shells and aireraft bombs was near 
Niewiedow (Q 52/F 22). 
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
